j^Law Sets Limits to Expenditures 


Candidates for nominations at the 


coming 
primaries should 
carefully 


study the new corrupt practic-es act in 
order to avoid coiniug into contact 
with tlie law. 
Hero is an important 


paracraph of tlie law which they 
should carefully observe: 


*'No person nor personal campaign 


or party committee shall pny or incur 
any obligation, exprefs or implied, to 
pay any sum of money or thing of 
value whatever, for services to be 
performed on tho day of any primary 
or election, iu behalf of any candidate, 
party or measure, to be voted upon at 
said primary or election; or for any 
political services performed on such 
day, or for auv loss of time or damage 
suffered by attendance at the polls at 
the primary or election, or in register- 
ing for voting, or for the expense of 
traufportatiou 01 any voter to or from 
tho polls on such day." 


This law prevents candidates from 


hiring workers at the polls and tho 
voters will bo relieved of the annoy- 
ance of being told for whom to vote 
before they enter tho booth. 


Under the new law a candidate is 


permitted to make disbursements for 
political purpose only as follows: 


For his own personal hotel and 


traveling expenses and for postage, 
telegraph aud telephone expenses. 


For payments which ho may make 


to the state pursuant to law. 


For contributions to his duly re- 


gistered personal campaign committee. 


For contributions to his party corn- 


mi tteo. 


No party committee or personal 


campaign committee shall make any 
disbursements except: 


l''or maintenance of headquarters 


and hall rentals, incident to the hold- 
ing of public meetings. 


For necessary stationary, postage 


anil clerical assistance to be employed 
for the candidate at his headquarters 
or at the headquarters of the ]>erfionuil 
campaign committee, incident to the 
writing, addressing and mailing of 
hitters and campaign literature. 


For uuccfsary expenses, incident to 


the furnishing aud printing of badges, 
banners and other insignia, to the 
printing aud posting of 
handbills, 


pos-erfi, lithographs aud other cam- 
paign literature, aud the distribution 
thereof through the mails or other- 
wise. 


Fur campaign advertising In news- 


papers, periodicals ur magazines. For 
wages and actual necessary expenses 
of public speakers. 


For traveling expenses of members 


of party committees or personal cam 
paigu committees. 


Candidates for city offices are al- 


lowed fto spend a sum not exceeding 
one third of the salary to which they 
would be entitled if they were nomi- 
nated aud elected. 


Here's another important section of 


tbe law: 


"No publisher 
of a newspaper or 


other periodical shall insert, either 
in the advertising columns of such 
newspaper or periodical or elsewhere 
therein, any matter paid for or to be 
paid for which is intended or tends 
to influence, directly or indirectly, 
any voting at any election or primary, 
unless at the head of said matter is 
printed in pica capital letters the 
word 'paid advertisement' aud unless 
there is also a statement at the head 
of said matter of tn« amount paid or 
to be paid therefor, the name and 
address of the candidate in whose be- 
half the matter ia inserted, and of 
any other person if any, authorizing

and three months of his sentence.

The escape was :iot discovered un- 


til the officers made their morning 
count at 7:.",0. 
Keeper Murphy then 


discovered that the cell was vacant, 
and a hole In the roof told the story 
of the escape. The whistle was blown 
and Warden Kennedy bad a descrip- 
tion of the prisoner telephoned to all 
the neighboring police stations. About 
12:40 
in the afternoon Dollano was 


captured at nriarcliff by Chief of Po- 
lice Keator of that village. Doliano 
made no resistance and was brought 
back to tlie prison. 


After wandering about for eleven 


hours Dollauo was only three miles 
from the prison. 
He was • on 
the 


state road. Headed for New York. He 
was i'amilia:- with the village, bavins 
been employed for two years on the 
estate of David Rousseau, owner of. 
tbo Rousseau Electrical 
works 
at 


Ossining. 


When questioned as to tbfi manner 


of his escape Doliano said that be 
had secured two pointed iron bars 
from the foundry of the prison, where 
he was assigned to work. With these 
he removed a stons from the roof of 
his cell, on the top tier, and taking 
his blanket and the two iron bars he 
drew, himself through the aperture 
Into the space above. 
This was at 


10:30 o'clock on Friday evening. 
Us- 


ing the same tools, be made a bole 
through thei roof of the building and 
found himself in the open air. 
Near 


the edge oE the roof he found footing 
on a beam to which the telephone 
wires leading to the building were at- 
taolied. 
He broke 
off 
several 
of ' 


tb-cse wires and twisted bis blanket 
and tlie wires into a cord and then 
lowered himself half way down, from 
which point he 
descended 
to 
the 


ground by means of the window bars. 
The jobs" must have been finished be- 
tween 1:15 a. m. and 7:15 a. m., be- 
cause the telephone wir-es were used 
at 1:15 a. m. and at 7:15 a. m.. when 
the operator called up the guard post 
to which they lead he could not get 
connection. 


When captured Doliano was dressed 


in convict garb with the exception of 
his cap and gloves, but he had cov- 
ered the telltale buttons of his prison 
suit with black cloth. 
He is a pow- 


erfully built man, five feet nine inches 
tall and weighs about 170 pounds. 
The hole in the roof seamed hardly 
large enough for a 
child 
to 
get 


through. 
His hands were torn and 


bleeding. 


Doiiano's punishment will probably 


be a forfeiture of Uie"short time al- 
lowed for good behavior.

OF 
CHEROKEES 


by 
Important Function Is 
Preceded 


Sona and Danco Which Lasts 


All Night. 


The ball game as played by the 


Cherokess Is as important to them as 
football or any other popular game Is 
to other people. The eastern band of 
Cherolcees live on the Qualla reser- 
vation in western North Carolina. 


The neighborhood in which I live, 


writes an Indian girl in the Red Man, 
Is divided into four main sections, 
namely: Yellow Hill, Soco, Big Cove 
and BIrdtowu. The Indians' living in 
one of these sections will challenge 
those living In another to a game of 
ball. They choose their players and 
agree upon the time and place for 
playing the game. 
It 
Is 
generally 


played in. an open field far different 
from the well-graded field upon, which 
the game .of football is played. . 


The evening before the game tlie In- 


dians, the women included, hold 
a 


dance in their respective sections of 
the country. These dances are held In 
the open air, usually near some small 
stream. 
The women do the singing 


while the men" dance. In their songs 
they make all kinds of remarks about 
.those o£ the opposing side. 
These 


dances continue all night long. From 
the time of the dances until atter the 
games the players are not allowed to 
eat any food. 
• ' . . . ' . - 


The following day the people from 


the clitterent sections gather(at the ap- 
pointed .place to witness the 
game. 


They either sit or stand .around the 
edge o£ tlie field. The ball players 
.each have two sticks similar to those 
used in the game of lacrosse, . only 
smaller. The ball is tossed up in'the 
center of the field and the game be- 
gins. The object is to get 'it around 
two poles placed at'each end- of the 
field a certain number, of times. They 
cannot pick up the ball in their hands. 
The players .who succeed in getting 
the ball around the poles at the end 
ot .the field the greatest number of 
times win. the .game.—Bed Man Mag- 
azine.

ed Kirghiz falconer, carrying on his 
wrist one of 'these magnificent birds,

The weight of the 


eagle is such, that tho owner requires 
a support for his wrist, and the hunt
